‘utes after 3 this morning the building 
ws discovered to be on fire and ina 
few minutes the entire structure was 
in flames. It wad approachable from 
but one direction, and the atmosphere 
quickly became so hot the firemen 
could not endure it. 

The splendid Phuenix bleck, involv- 
ing the electric light plant, the elec- 
tric railway plant, the postoffice, ex-
